Banish Christmas 
Fire Hazards 

Your Christmas Tree and dec- 
orations are fire hazards you 
will want to watch most care- 
fully this Christmas. The tree 
dries up quickly in the warm 
house and if it catches fire burn3 
like gasoline. Keep in pan of 
water, keep away from sources 
of heat. Sec that it is secured 
against falling and placed so i 
that standing or fallen it can- | 
not block a means of egress 
which might be needed to es- 
cape from the room. ..Don't per- 
mit smoking near the tree. 

Open flame lighting is entire- 
ly out and electric lights and 
cords should have the approval 
of the Underwriters Laborator- 
ies. Lights and cords sflould be 
in first class condition and too 
many should not be laced on one 
circuit. See that fuses are the 
right amperage, preferable 15 
amperes. An overloaded circuit 
is extremely dangerous. t 

All decorations should be 
flame proofed. These are now 
obtainable at most stores. Flim- 
sy cotton batting, paper and 
pyrorylin decorations have been 
the cause of many tragic fires. 

Disconnect electric tree lights, 
trains, toys etc. before going to 
bed at night. 

Christmas wrappings burn. like 
tinder and should not be per- 
mitted to accumulate. Do not 
ever burn wrapping, decorations, I

Cities Must Increase 
Tax Income or Dry 
Up, Expert Warns 

Two movements inaugurated in 
Philadelphia and aimed at creating 
a favorable public opinion for the 
annexation of wealthy suburban 
communities in Montgomery and 
Delaware Counties were made pub- 
lic last week. 

It is understood the city plan- 
ners have In mind annexing sub- 
burban districts of both Lower 
Merion and Haverford Townships 
that border on Philadelphia. Pro- 
vided the necessary spade work 
can be accomplished next year the 
annexationists are in hopes of in- 
troducing the necessary legislation 
in the 1949 session of the Pennsyl- 
vania General Assembly. 

The Bureau of Municipal Re- 
search released an article on No- 
vember 25, showing that City- 
County Consolidation alone would 
not solve the numerus Metropolit- 
an problems and advanced argu- 
ments favoring annexation of ad- 
jacent communities. 

Under a caption, "For Annexa- 
tion," the Bureau stated three main 
arguments: (1) A saving in the 
cost of government can "be real- 
ized by eliminating duplication of 
services and by the simplification 
of government. (2) The resulting 
concentration of authority fixes 
the responsibility for results on 
one set of officials. (3) Greater ef- 
ficiency is to be expected from a 
simplification of administration. 

Meanwhile, at the weekly lunch- 
eon of trie Philadelphia Real Es- 
tate Board, William Jeckendorf, of 
New York City, said, "The sur- 
vival of great cities may depend 
upon the extension of urban limits 
to include surrounding communi- 
ties." 

"The possibility must be recog- 
nized that some time in the fu- 
ture, unless big cities extend their 
boundaries to increase their in- 
comes from tax sources they may 
be forced to encourage emigration 
and depend upon a centralization 
of commerce and industry," Jeck- 
endorf continued. 

j The realtor pointed out that offi- 
cials of large cities would have to 
overcome the serious obstacle that 
"would be met through -advancing 
I any annexation plan, namely: op- 
position from residents and lead- 
ers of the suburban areas.

Chemist a Suicide As 
Wife Attends Classes in 
Bryn Mawr College 

The husband of a Bryn Mawr 
College student took his own life 
Monday afternoon, in front of the 
school, while his wife was inside 
attending classes. 

Joseph Henry Klaber, 31, a 
chemist employed by the Quaker 
Chemical Products Corp., of Con- 
shohocken, was found sprawled in 
the back seat of his own car, dead, 
with a bottle containing what ap- 
peared to be cyanide crystals, an- 
other containing a clear liquid, and 
an empty soda bottle beside him. 
The discovery was made by his 
wife, Loretta, 29, after a fellow 
student informed her that her hus- 
band was waiting outside for her. 
She also found two notes, the con- 
tents of which were not divulged 
by Lower Merion detectives. 

Mrs. Klaber, a graduate student 
in the liberal arts school, under 
the GI bill of rights, told detec- 
tives Gross and Tobin she and her 
husband left the house together 
Monday morning as usual. The 
Klabers, both of whom were mar- 
ried previously, would have cele- 
brated their six-months anniver- 
sary on the day of the tragedy. 
Klaber had two children by his 
previous marriage, she continued. 

In the dead man's pockets, police 
discovered a wallet containing $22 
in cash, his paycheck, and a bank 
book in which a substantial entry 
had been made only that morning. 
The pair had recently purchased a 
house in Norwood, near the one in 
which they were living with the 
bride's sister, Mrs. Robert Schnei- 
der, 227 Harrison Ave. 

Mrs. Klaber, an expectant moth- 
er, drove her husband to the Bryn 
Mawr Hospital, where he was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival by Dr 
John Berry, resident physician 
who called Lower Merion police 
Dr. Berry .declared that in his 
opinion the man died of cyanide 
poisoning.

Geneva Tariffs and Pa. Industry 



A preliminary survey of the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade, signed at Geneva on Octo- 
ber 30, 1947, shows that when the 
period of World recovery sets in 
these tariff changes may have a 
substantial effect on Pennsylvania 
industry and agriculture, the State 
Planning Board of the Department 
of Commerce points out. 

On the positive side, so far as 
the interests of Pennsylvania are 
concerned, perhaps the most im- 
portant single item is the removal 
of the 50-cent-per-ton duty on an- 
thracite coal to Canada, which has 
been in effect since 1932. This miy 
prove of help in maintaining or 
extending the market for Pennsyl- 
vania anthraeite to our chief for- 
eign customer. Despite present 
tariff rates, 42 million dollars 
worth of hard coal was sold to 
Canada in 1946. 

The reduction of the duty on 
bituminous coal to Canada, from 
75 cents to 50 cents a ton may also 
be of value in increasing Pennsyl 
vania's exports from its Western 
mines across the Great Lakes.

tion on baby ohicks, eggs in the 
shell, cocoa preparations and con- 
fectionery, o-it(*p!' a m 

Canada has agreed to request 
the British Parliament to elimin- 
ate a preference accorded the 
United Kingdom by equalizing the 
import duty on tin plate between 
the United States and Great Brit- 
ain. 

The rate on radio apparatus was 
reduced from 25 to 20 percent, and 
that on glassware (including ms- 
chine-made tumblers) will drop 
from 27 Vj to 22 ',4 percent. 

The other side of the picture, 
which concerns concessions made 
by the United States, includes re- 
ductions of duty into our country 
on whiskey, cattle, fish, cheese, po- 
tatoes and other vegetables, blue 
berries, aluminum and Christmas 
trees. 

Newsprint paper and wood pulp 
••from Canada were bound on the 
free list. 

While present World conditions 
make it unlikely that either the 
agricultural or manufactured prod 
ucts from other countries than 
Canada will bulk large in Ameri- 
can markets in 1948, it will require 
very close examination to estimate 
j the full long term impact of all the 
tariff changes on Pennsylvania in- 
dustry. 

On one item, important to our 
State's agriculture, a reduction in 
tariff granted to the island of Cuba 
may be of more immediate inter- 
est. Pennsylvania is the largest 
American producer of cigar leaf 
tobacco. In the new trade agree- 
ment the duty on over-quota im- 
ports of unstemmed cigar filler 
and scrap tobacco from Cuba was 
reduced from 28 cents to 14 cents 
j a pound, and that on stemmed 
filler from 40 to 20 cents. These 
; reductions resulted in eliminating 
i the tariff quota of 22 million 
I pounds, which had applied to im- 
ports of these tobaccos.
